personal injury. 

He earned his Juris Doctor at the 
University of Toledo College of Law and 
his bachelor of science degree at Eastern 
Michigan University. 

He was elected to the Van Buren Public 
Schools Board of Education. A bid for 
34" District Court Judge in 2004 was 
unsuccessful. 

Coutts has been legal counsel to the 
Belleville Area Strawberry Festival for the 
last 15 years. He has been a member of the 
Belleville Rotary Club for 19 years and 
served two terms as president and is on the 
board of the Charles Cozadd Foundation 
and is chairman of the scholarship 
committee. 

He has been administrator of the Belleville 
Moose Lodge #934 for ten years. Moose 
is a non-profit organization that assists 
children, senior citizens, and vets. He 
also spearheaded the reorganization of the 
Moose over the last ten years by downsizing 
and retiring the Moose outstanding debt.

Coutt’s hobbies are cooking, carpentry, 
and gardening. 

He said he is running for office because,

“3. A judge should be on time. A judge 
should be prepared and on the bench at or 
near the time of the court notices. People do 
not need to wait an additional 45 minutes 
or more to have their case heard. 

“4. A judge should treat everyone with 
respect. Most people who appear before 
the court are good people who may have 
made a bad decision. Lawyers, parties, 
police officers, witnesses, jurors should 
not be subjected to personal tirades due to 
being unprepared or inconvenience.” 

Coutts concludes: “I am the person with 
the experience to help restore the integrity 
to that courtroom and regain the public 
trust.” 

John R. Day 

John R. Day, 65, of 19185 Hannan Rd., 
New Boston, is running for 34™ District 
Court Judge. He has lived in the 34" 
District Court jurisdiction for 45 years. 


He is the father of Jaclyn Day and Scott 
Day. 

Day is an attorney with offices in 
Belleville. He earned 
his Juris Doctor degree, 
cum laude, at the 
University of Detroit 
School of Law. He 
earned his bachelor of 
arts degree, with high 
honors, from Michigan 
State University.

Attorney, Belleville Prosecutor, 


Woodhaven Prosecutor, and Belleville

Day currently is a member of the Yankee 
Air Museum and in the past belonged to 
the Ann Arbor Flyers, Boy Scouts, and 
Novi Band Boosters. 

In answer to the question: Why are you 
running for office? Day replied: 

“In February of this year, I became aware 
of serious charges against the judge now 
running for reelection in our 34* District 
Court. This alleged conduct is deeply 
concerning to me. Some of these matters 
remain unresolved after 18 months. A few 
days prior to the news reports the judge 
sentenced a client of mine on similar 
charges. This client called me and wanted 
me to explain what appeared to her to be a 
two-tiered justice system. I could not give 
her a satisfactory answer. I cannot tolerate 
unequal justice,” Day said. 

“Growing up in this judicial district, 
my neighbor was the Honorable James B. 
Stone. Judge Stone explained to me what 
it was like to be both a lawyer and a judge 
in the 34™ District and how one should 
conduct themselves. As a young prosecutor 
in the 34" District, I also learned from the 
honorable Henry Zaborowski. I learned 
from both jurists’ integrity, listening with 
patience and fairness to all parties before 
the court were necessary qualities to be 
good judge. That each party before the 
court should be permitted to voice their 
opinions and without bias a judge should 
reach decision only after all parties have 
been heard. I am very fortunate to have 
been mentored by such distinguished 
judges. 

“I have devoted 40 years to serving the 
law, these communities and the 34" District 
Court. I have enjoyed a career which has 
had me successfully argue at every level of 
the Michigan court system. I deeply respect 
this system to which I have dedicated my 
career. I have the experience in the law 
and knowledge of the communities. I have 
lived in the communities for 45 years and 
worked here my entire life. I would like to 
apply my skills to serve my community 
and my home court.” 

As to goals, once elected, Day said: “It 
seems the world we are living in has turned 
upside down. Issues created by COVID-19 


and the terrible effect of unequal justice 
dominate the news and effect our lives. 
While a judge in the 34" District Court 
cannot solve all these problems, if elected, 
I will work to regain respect for our legal 
system. 

“The 34" District Court is often the only 
contact many of our citizens have with 
the legal system. Anyone can get a traffic 
ticket or have a minor dispute with a local 
business. Contact with a court doesn’t 
make you a criminal and you shouldn’t be 
treated as one. The court is here to serve 
the parties before it. So, what can I do to 
regain respect for the court? 

“Here is what I propose: 

e Often, we are introduced to the court 
via the phone system. It should be fast, easy 
and friendly. It should get you directly to 
the person and information you need. You 
are a citizen and a customer of the court. 
Respect starts with how you are treated by 
the court staff. 

e Get a ticket. Get a hearing. Justice 
should be swift and economical. It should 
not take three hearings and three days of 
lost work to resolve a traffic ticket. With 
computers, cell phones and Zoom, we can 
make it better. We are here to serve and 
respecting your time should be a priority. 

e Time waiting in court. During my career 
I have spent far too much time sitting 
around waiting for a judge. There are ways 
to make the wait shorter. The judge should 
take the bench on time and keep the breaks 
short. Scheduling hearings for time blocks 
beginning at 8:30 a.m., 9:30 a.m. and 10:30 
a.m. should drastically reduce the wait 
time for both citizens and their attorneys. 

e In court, respect should be a two-way 
street. If a judge demands that you respect 
the court, the court should respect you 
by listening to what you have to say. The 
judge should fairly consider your points 
and not rush you out the door. A judge 
should remember it’s your day in court. 

e Sentencing is nota one size fits all. Every 
case and defendant that comes before the 
court is different. When a court makes a 
ruling or imposes a sentence, if there is a 
question about the sentence, the response 
from the judge should not be, “because that 
is the way we do it.” 

“I will work to improve the court system 
and improve respect for the court system,” 
Day concluded.

in 2014. She was appointed as Attorney 
Magistrate of the 34° District Court in 
May 2018 and served in that position until 
February 2020. 

She currently is involved with the 
following clubs and organizations: Healthy 
Kidz, Inc., Michigan Area Loan Fund, 
Operation Refuge, State Bar of Michigan 
Character & Fitness Committee, State Bar 
of Michigan Unauthorized Practice of Law 
Committee and United Methodist Union 
of Greater Detroit — trustee.

On Thursday we were alerted by Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara that Van Buren Township 
Hall, which just opened that week, was 
closing until further notice because of a 
non-confirmed COVID-19 exposure. 

“Once we receive the results, further 
information will be announced,” McNamara 
said, noting township staff is working 
remotely and can be summoned with a 
call for services. He said testing would 
require the rest of Thursday and Friday, at 
minimum. 

“This is being done pursuant to our 
reentry plan,’ McNamara said. “It is a 
precautionary closing to protect the safety 
of our colleagues and the general public.” 

On Friday afternoon, Human Resources 
Director Nicole Sumpter sent out another 
memo, “Per Supervisor McNamara I am 
sending this email out to inform you that 
I have received word that the results are 
negative for our suspected COVID case. 
All employees should report back to work 
Monday morning.” 

We’ ve been informed that some new rocks 
have been added to the earthen part of the 
French Landing dam.

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Kitchen fire causes $100,000 in damage at Harbour Club Apts.

Akitchen fire at Harbour Club Apartments 
in Van Buren Township at about 6 p.m. 
June 24 caused an estimated $100,000 
damage. 

VBT Fire Marshal Dave McInally said a 
19-year-old male had moved into a third- 
floor apartment just three days earlier and 
he was cooking with grease. He said he 
turned down the heat and ran down to let 
his girlfriend in, McInally said. 

When he got back to the apartment the 
kitchen was on fire and full of smoke. 
He opened the doorwall to get rid of the 
smoke, which fed the fire, McInally said. 

The apartment’s bedroom door was 
closed and he shut his apartment door 
when he left, so the fire was contained and 
went up the wall to the roof. 

The apartments next to him were vacant

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and he got the other neighbors out. Nobody 
was displaced and nobody was injured, 
McInally said. 

Ypsilanti Township was present for 
mutual aid. VBT used its ladder truck to 
get water to the roof, he said. 

Belfor Property Restoration has a 
contract with Harbour Club and estimated 
the damage at $100,000. Insurance 
investigators will confirm the cause of the 
fire, McInally said. 

McInally said this is the second fire in 
three weeks at Harbour Club and both 
were kitchen fires. He said there have been 
a number of other kitchen fires throughout 
the township lately. 

MclInally said this latest fire is a good 
example of the importance of keeping 
doors closed when you sleep. He said the 
fire department will be using pictures of 
the fire to emphasize the importance of 
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keeping doors closed during a fire. 

In this fire, because the bedroom door 
was closed, the tenant’s television did not 
melt, McInally said.

COVID-19 death 
count in 48111 zip code

Van Buren Township, 195 positive cases, 
15 deaths; City of Belleville, 155 positive 
cases, 14 deaths, and Sumpter Township

fight for the underdog: the people who are 
knocked down, counted out, and too often, 
are left behind in Lansing by those with 
more money and power. My family story 
is one of underdogs: refugees coming to 
America to escape the Armenian Genocide 
on my dad’s side and immigrants who 
found economic opportunity in Michigan’s 
booming auto plants. Unlike so many 
people that run for office, I come from a 
family of working people — autoworkers, 
teachers, nurses, service workers, and a 
UPS driver — people that get up and work 
every day to provide for their families but 
face tough odds,” he said. 

“My family didn’t pass down a lot of 
money, powerful connections, or political 
influence but they taught me what hard work 
looked like,’ Petzold said. “My parents 
both worked full-time, went to school at 
night, and raised my brothers and me in 
a small, 900-square-foot house — living 
paycheck to paycheck, but determined to 
give us a chance to be successful. 

“As a child, I struggled in school and 
it was unlikely that I would even graduate 
high school, let alone go to college. I 
was fortunate to have attended strong 
public schools with dedicated school staff 
that helped me beat the odds, achieve 
academically, and make the improbable 
possible in my life. The way those teachers 
and school staff members changed the 
course of my life inspired me to want to 
live a life that champions the cause of 
anyone who has been knocked down, just 
like they championed my cause when I was 
the underdog. 

“This led me to become a certified 
nonprofit professional and community 
organizer where I have worked to: feed 
the hungry, raise financial support to help 
low-income students afford college, run a 
summer service camp for middle and high 
school students, elect Democratic leaders 
to public office, and lead a statewide 
organization dedicated to getting young 


gulle a 
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people involved in the political process. 

“The coronavirus has changed a lot about 
our lives but the priorities that I talked 
with many voters about at their doorstep 
this winter remain the same: fully funding 
our public schools, lowering the cost of 
prescription drugs, protecting our drinking 
water, fixing our roads, and building an 
economy that respects working people 
and gives every Michigander a path to a 
high-wage job.

the motorcycle parking area there. 

Jones said he is asking the DDA to remove 
that center tree and they could start having 
shows there, maybe even the blues festival 
slated for July 25. This would allow the 
city to fully use the square. 

He suggested there could be Saturday 
evening shows at the Fourth Street Square 
to help the downtown be walkable. He 
said this could be just to keep the people 
downtown. 

“I’m asking the DDA and the city to 
remove the tree,” Jones said. 

DDA chairwoman Alicia McGovern said 
it would be added to the next agenda and 
information would be gathered. The next 
regular meeting is July 15. 

McGovern asked where he planned to put 
the tree if it was removed and Jones said a 
number of trees could be used in the city’s 
parks. 

“It’s not cost-prohibitive,’ Jones said. 
“We could drum up some funding.” 

Councilman Ken Voigt said he supports 
relocating that tree if they could roll the 
stage in there. 

In other business at the virtual, 38-minute 
meeting: 

e Heard DDA Coordinator Carol 
Thompson say most businesses are in 
some stage of reopening and there is a 
lot more activity on the street and people 
are celebrating that local businesses are 
surviving. She said the barricades ordered 
are on their way and the bench-tables are 
still a work in progress. The hand sanitizing 
stations ordered can’t be done and they 
are looking at rental options. She said the 
DORA (Designated Outdoor Refreshment 
Area) passed the Senate and has gone over 
to the House; 

e Took no action on changing the $50 fee 
for a DDA brick, so it remains at $50. The 
city has raised the price for bricks at the 
Veterans Memorial and Angel of Hope to 
$100 each. The museum bricks remain at 
$50; 

e Heard Thompson report she has walked 
Village Park, Horizon Park and Victory 
Park several times and Gonczy is doing 
fine job and is cleaning the sidewalks. She 
said all aerators are working at Village 
Park. She said once the high school 
graduate banners are done on Main Street 
the new DDA banners will be hung. The 
daily watering has begun since the hanging 
baskets were able to go up a little early 
this year. She said once the library does its 
parking lot concrete the DDA will get an 
estimate from Spicer on the work the DDA 
will do on Fourth Street; and 

e Heard Councilman Voigt say the 
governor is due to come out with worst- 
case scenarios and the July 25 blues 
festival may be done as a drive-in at the 
high school. “Michigan and New York are 
the only states really doing well and there 
is a smaller chance to spread,” Voigt said.
